$25,000 the farm of John Wages, in 
Knox county, upon wliich the famous 
Wage gusher has been drilled. The 
title of the company is fee simple w ith 
all appertinances including tlie one 
eighth ntyaltv in all of the oil taken 
from tlie land by the les.sees, the At- 
lantic and Pacific Company. The 
Lancaster Oompany talses the piaee of 
Mr. Wages m every reject. The out- 
put of the well is variously estiSMted 
at from 1,500 to 5,000 barrels of fine oil 
per day, by natural flow. The lowest 
estimate made is that of Mr. Wages 
himself, who places the output at one 
barrel per minute. According to the 
judgment of all disinterested persons 
wliom we have heard speak, and who 
have no interest in the woii, this esti- 
mate is too low. Without doubt it is 
the best well, giving out the best 
•luality and greatest (luantity of oil 
yet drilled in Knox county. The oil 
flows to a heiglit of nearly thirty feet 
auove the ground, filling an eight inch 
pipe, running a stesdy stream ss long 
as it remains unpluged.
